Mrs. Kuniansky, chairman of 
the parent-teachers’ committee on 
juvenile delinquency, said the or- 
ganization has been urging estab- 
lishment of such a_ school upon 
city officials for several years. 

The survey, to be conducted by 
the school officials under the lead- 
ership of Miss Ira Jarrell, super- 
intendent, will find out just what 
problems of delinquency exist, and 
how the proposed school may best 
be set up to deal with them. The 
survey probably will be completed 
by March 1. 

LEGISLATIVE ACT 

Authorization for the school was 
contained in an act of the 1943 
legislature, Mrs. Kuniansky said. 
The act provides that cities or 
counties having a population of 
more than 300,000 people may 
maintain and operate a school for 
the instruction, boarding and hous- 
ing on a 24-hour basis, of children 
of school age. 

The act further provides that 
when a child so deports himself or 
is in such conditions or surround- 
ings, or under such guardianship 
or control as to endanger the mor- 
als, health and general welfare of

NEED FOR SCHOOL 

The establishment of such a 
school will assist in stopping the 
spread of juvenile delinquency by 
setting up for the first time an in- 
stitution to deal with cases that 
must now simply be dismissed by 
expelling them from school, Mrs. 
Kuniansky explained. 

Students will be assigned to the 
parental school by the juvenile 
court when cases requiring cor- 
rective education are brought to 
the court’s attention, she said. 

She said that the parent-teacher 
organization had received full co- 
operdtion from Atlanta school offi- 
cials and from the board of edu- 
cation, and attendance records of 
the schools had been made fully 
available to them. The survey 
was recommended to the board of 
education by the parent-teachers’ 
association three years ago. 

The school will be established in 
order to correct and rehabilitate 
children who have received im- 
proper environmental influences 
rather than as a reformatory, Mrs. 
Kuniansky pointed out.

Merger of the Aflanta and 
Fulton county systems may be 
achieved under an act of the 1929 
legislature still in force, accord- 
ing to T. Grady Head, Georgia’s 
attorney_ general. 

The bill provides for consolida- 
tion of school systems in counties 
with a city of 200,000 or more 
population by an election called 
by the county board of education. 
By the bill, a majority vote will

tory. Atlanta is the only city in 
Georgia to which the bill is ap- 
plicable. 


SUPPORT INCREASES 

Backing for the consolidation 
movement came from the wom- 
en’s league at their annual meet-

The decision to 
support consolidation followed a 
round-table discussion by Super- 
intendents Jere A. Wells and Miss 
Ira Jarrel, heads of the two 
school systems.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—(/)—

tion of Shipping, comprising vir- 
tually all ocean-going shipping of 
the country, was announced to- 
day to promote “an adequate pri- 
vately-owned, American merchant 
marine.”’ 

Similar in scope to the General 
Council of British Shipping and 
the Association of American Rail- 


railroads, the federation elected 
Almon E. Roth, of San Francisco, 
west. coast shipping executive, 
as president. 

The federation, formed by five 
existing shipping associations, out- 
lined a three-point program: 

1. Disposition of the tonnage, 
which the government will own 
at the end of the war, estimated 
at 40 to 50 million tons, on a basis 
that will be “fair to all concerned 
and yet enable American private 
industry” to compete with foreign 
shipping. 

2. Development of coastwise. in- 
tercoastal and foreign commerce. 

3. Construction and-acquisition 
of modern and speedy vessels. 

“The development of a national 
program for the rehabilitation of 
the American Merchant Marine 
involves many delicate relations 
with foreign governments and for- 
eign shipping services,” the fed- 
eration said in a statement. 

“The federatiton will provide 
an authoritative voice for Ameri- 
can shipping interests in connec- 
tion with the solution of these in- 
ternational problems.”

sending in reports on improved 
conditions there. 


BEFORE-WAR RECORD 


“The Japanese Red Cross before 
the war was next to the American 
Red Cross in participation,” she 
Said, “and even though Japan 
never ratified the Geneva Treaty 
on treatment of prisoners of war, 
there is reasonable hope that the 
Japanese Red Cross is doing some- 
thing for our men.” 

The fact that Japan never rati- 
fied that treaty is one reason that 
prisoners in Japan have received 
so little aid as compared with 
prisoners held in Germany, she 
explained. 

“We have been able to send 
three shiploads a month to Eu- 
rope,” she said. The supplies are 
landed in Marseilles and then sent 
in sealed boxcars to International 
Red Cross headquarters in Switz- 
erland for distribution. 
SHIPMENTS BLOCKED 

“In contrast, there have been 
but four shipments to Japan dur- 
ing the war—two British, two 
American. We have many, many 
times had ships loaded and ready 
to sail, only to be stymied by lack 
of clearance from Japanese offi- 
cials.” 

As to a third voyage of the 
Gripsholm—‘“there will certainly 
be a third voyage if it is human- 
ly possible to secure Japanese per- 
mission,” she stated. “Even if we 
know that the entire shipment 
isn’t delivered to our men, if we 
can get just a few packages 
through it will help.”

In reference to the hospital 
project, Dr. David B. Wilson, of 
the United §tates Public Health 
Service at New Orleans, is sched- 


uled to arrive here Friday to make | 


a survey on the need for the pro- 
posed hospital and then to make 
recommendations for funds from 
the Federal Works Administration 
to aid in the construction. Mayor 
Blair said that the present Mari- 
etta hospital, built in 1920 to ac- 
commodate a population of 6,600, 
is now inadequate to meet the 
needs of the present city popula- 
tion of more than 20,000. 

The street program looks to the 
paving of 10 or 12 miles of streets 
in the vicinity of the new housing 
projects. 

The proposed new recreational 
building, larger than the present 
building, will be a joint city-coun- 
ty affair. It will be built on the 
property of the county farm and 
will be operated by a joint city- 
county management. 


‘Red Light Districts’ Declared 
Virtually Thing of Past in U. S. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—(4)— 
The “red light district” is virtually 
a thing of the past in this country, 
the Office of Community War 
Services of the Federal Security 
Agency said today. 

In a two-year report sent to the 
President the FSA announced that 
on last July 1, more than 350 such 
areas had been cl*’osed down. 
Bringing this figure up to date, an 
agency spokesman said 662 red 
light districts now have been elim- 
inated and there are “practically 
none left.”

The State Department disclosed 
today that 89 separate, major pro- 
tests and representations, have 
been sent to Tokyo over treatment 
of captured Americans, apparent- 
ly with little or no success. 

Following up last week’s Army- 
Navy disclosure of the horrors in- 
flicted on the Americans and Fili- 
pinos who surrendered on Bataan 
and Corregidor, the department is- 
sued a summary of almost week- 
by-week efforts since the war be- 
gan to get Japan to live up to its 
promises concerning treatment of 
prisoners. 

The latest went forward only 
last Thursday—the day the Army- 
Navy atrocity report was released. 
It was (1) a broad review of. Jap- 
anese failures, amounting in an 
effect to-an indictment on 18 
and (2) a comprehensive 
statement detailing specific in- 
stances, in effect a bill of particu- 
lars. 

In congress, meantime, there 
was fresh criticism that the gov- 
ernment had waited more than a 
year to tell the official story of 
the Japanese atrocities. 

The State Department said it. is- 
sued its summary of protests “in 
order that the public may be fa- 
miliar with efforts to obtain from 
Japan fulfillment of its undertak- 
ings to treat American nationals 
in its hands in accordance with 
humane and civilized principles.”

taan was called “one of the fore- 
most air heroes” of that historic 
battle by Lieutenant Colonel Wil- 
liam E. Dyess. 

He is Major Ben S. Brown, who 
was pilot of one of the nine batter- 
ed and patched planes which made 
up the remnants of the Philippine 
air force. Officially credited with 
six Jap Zeros, he participated in 
many bombings and strafing par- 
ties against Japanese massing for 
the Bataan debacle. 

By the light of exploding ammu- 
nition dumps Brown and two other 
fliers took off from Bataan in a 
shoddy P-35 on the night before 
the surrender, Dyess’ story says. 

At first, they refused to go, 
Dyess recalled, “but I ordered 
them.” 
=< ¥Yhe Georgia airman and Dyess 
were the best of friends. They 
landed together on’ Bataan two 
weeks before Pearl Harbor, and 
side by side they fought the fa- 
mous battle of “few against 
many.” At the time Brown was a 
lieutenant and Dyess.a captain. 
When Dyess arrived in Washing- 
ton from the Jap prison Brown 
was there to meet him. 

The major is now leader of a 
fighter squadron at St. Petersburg, 
Fla., and wears three medals for 
distinguished bravery. When he 
returned home the Hawkinsville 
Rotary Club presented him with a 
silver pitcher. 

While still in the Pacific, Colo- 
nel Dyess once wrote Brown they 
had an unfinished job to do, and 
he wanted the two to return and 
finish it together.

We were eating liz- 
ards, monkeys, and anything else 
that came under our guns. We 
set off dynamite in the water in 
the hope of getting fish, but the 
blasts usually burst the fishes’ 
floats and they sank. The life ex- 
pectancy of anything that walked, 
crawled, or flew on lower Bataan 
was practically nil. 


BRINGS BACK QUININE 
Food often was brought back 


from Cebu island by our engineer-' 


ing officer, Cantein William (vit- 
ter Bill) Bradford, so-called be- 
cause he was the only man We had 
ever known who would try to 
wind an eight-day instrument panel 
clock six times each hour. On one 
trip Bill brought back three five- 
gallon tins of quinine, blood plas- 
ma, gas gangrene serum, and tins 
and packages of food taped and 
tied throughout the old Bellanca 
he always flew. But it wasn’t 
much for 200 men. 

Despite the shortage we able to 
scrape up enough to provide re- 
freshments at two parties to which 
we invited the nurses from Hospi- 
tal No. 2, a few miles away. The 
parties were the idea of General 
George, who thought the boys 
should have something in the way 
of recreation. 

We had a battered piano we had 
fished from the rubble of a bomb- 
ed-out village, and a corporal and 
a buck sergeant to play it. They 
were talented exponents of boogie 
woogie. Between dances they 
would sit together at the piano 
an cut loose till the roof rocked. 
MEN GO SHY 

Among our dozen guests were 
Lieutenant Juanita Redmond and 
Lieutenant Helen L. Summers. 
They wore civilian dresses and 
we were in our best hand-washed, 
unironed uniforms, without ties. 
It had been so long since we had 
seen white women we were shy 

and awkward. This didn’t’ wear 
off until almost ‘time for them to 
start home. 

Some of the boys had brought 
in crackers and cookies and a few 
containers of relish spread. We 
drank canned pineapple juice. 

We danced on canvas spread 
over the bamboo floor. Despite 
our boys’ hot music there was no 
jitterbugging. We were too tired 
and the shack wouldn’t have tak- 
en it. Our second party was ruin- 
ed by a beautiful full moon. 

Its silvery light would have 
been conducive to\romance any- 
where else in the world. But on 
Bataan it meant only that if the | 
Japs had effétted a landing before 
moonrise, they would be attacking 
soon. So, we thought more about 
the Japs than about our pretty 
dancing partners. But we weren’t 
called out. 

The day after this the bomb re- 
lease on my plane Kibosh was 
completed just about the time our 
lookout in the Mariveles moun- 
tains reported a large number of 
Japanese ships entering Subic bay, 
which begins at the northwestern 
corner of Bataan and gouges deep- 
ly into Zambales province to the

He was using the 
double talk we employed on our 
radio to confuse the Japs. Put- 
ting the big shoes on Joe meant 
loading a plane with a 500-pound 
bomb. Putting the little shoes on 
meant that six 30-pound frag- 
mentations were going into the 
racks. 


JAPS UNLOAD 


I went to General George’s 
shack. He told me the Japs were 
unloading a vast amount of sup- 
plies near Olongapo, Zambales, in 
the eastern reach of Subic bay 
and about 30 air miles from Ba- 
taan field. In view of their num- 
bers, General George considered 
it best to discourage them as much 
as possible. As I left he called: 
“Be careful, Ed,” I told him I 
would, then hurried to the field. 

Kibosh was waiting with a big 
green 500-pound bomb slung un- 
derneath. Lieutenant Posten, who 
had taken off earlier with six frag- 
mentation bombs, returned about 
this time. He had dropped his 
load, but didn’t know whether he 
had damaged any of the Jap ships. 

I took off at 12:30 p. m., fol- 
lowed by Shorty, another pilot 
now a prisoner of war. It was 
his job to weave along behind me 
and keep Japs off my tail. I 
climbed to 10,000 feet over the sea, 
then headed north and _ west. 
When I was even with Subic bay 
I headed across to start my dive 
with the sun at my back. 

When I got in close, however, 
I saw that the big ship concen- 
tration was not at. Olongapo, as I 
had been told, but out near Grand 
Island about seven miles farther 
on and midway of the bay’s mouth. 
There were a dozen or more ves- 
sels there, busily unloading. I 
headed for them.

There’s still a hue and a clamor 
to change the rules of football 


Give Us Longer Kickers 


before another season comes along. 

But the new head of the Intercollegiate Football Rules Com- 
-mittee, Lieutenant Colonel William Bingham, of Harvard, isn’t in 
accord. He thinks the rules should stay as they are until there’s 
peace on earthswand good will toward men once more. At least 
until then. 

H. G. Salsinger, sports editor of the Detroit News, insists that 
there aren’t many coaches who agree with Lieutenant Colone) Bing- 
ham. It seems a lot of them want the rules changed, and they’re 
asking, in particular, revision of the kick-off rule. 

Recently Bill Alexander, of Georgia Tech, said he saw 
nothing wrong with the present rules. And he included the 
kick-off. He said that the best defense on a kick-off was a 
good hard tackle at the goal line. 

Tech works on kick-off men and usually has someone around 
who can boot the ball into the end zone. The Jackets charge down- 
field to make the tackle as close around the goal line as possible. 
Or, if the opposition prefers, the ball comes out to the 20. 

Only in the event that there’s a substantial lead and it is un- 
wise to risk injury to players does Tech intentionally. kick out of 
bounds. 

This seems to be the general rules among southern teams. 

Thus it is to be doubted that many. coaches of the south 
are in favor of a change in the kick-off rules. 

Southern coaches simply desire longer distance kickers 
for the kick-off. 

The recent Tech-Tulsa game was a case in point. These teams 
were kicking off to one another for the most part and not making 
effort to play safe.‘ 

.So it is with the majority of teams in Dixie. Those booming 
cks go downfield and pulse-stirring action results. 

Maybe this is one of the reasons why they say there’s no foot- 
ball like the football played south of the Mason and Dixon line.

. Another rule change that has been 
An Arbitrary Rule proposed would allow a passer to pass 
from anywhere behind the line of scrimmage—as the pros do. 

This rule at least would eliminate a-lot of arguments. 

Every year, quite naturally, passers are charged with com- 
pleting illegal passes. 

In the recent Rose Bowl! game, Southern California’s Jim Hardy 
threw a touchdown pass to George Callahan. And the old argu- 
ment arose after the pictures were developed. The line of scrim- 
mage was the 11 and Hardy was inside the 15 when he threw the 
pass, which brought the game’s initial touchdown. 

I recall there was heated controversy about some of those

in the final minute of a Rose Bowl. The Trojans were 

charged with screening passes. 

There have been many charges of passers being too close to” 
the line of scrimmage or of linemen moving on ahead to form a 
wedge before the pass was completed. 

These arguments always will prevail, so long as the rules re- 
main as they are. 

For there is no official with “tape-measure eyes.” No one can 
positively say whether a passer is five yards back or not when, for 
instance, he starts a wide run, or a run into the line, then stops 
and passes. Or if he passes on the run. 

It certainly would open up the college game a lot more if the 
rules allowed a pass to be made at any point behind the line of 
s‘*Fimmage. 

On the other hand, Dixie football doesn’t need rules 
changes for the purpose of adding color. 

The game down here is plenty wide open and spectacular 
now. 

If we seem to brag a bit about football, southern style, it’s 
pardonable. There are no dull moments. And few intentional out- 
of-bounds kicks to annoy the customers. 


In other words, we like our football as is. 

T There is no reason why the presént kick- 
l p to the Coach off rule should make any difference. That 
is. if college teams of the east and middle west play the game as 
they. do down south. 

Most southern teams have ‘kickers who can keep the ball within 
boundaries. 
Doesn't it stand to reason a team had rather force an 
opponent to bring the ball out to the 20 than simply offer 
it to them 15 yards farther up the field? 
Of course it does. 
The fault lies with the coaches, not the rules. 
Any good team has a kicker or kickers who-can boot that foot- 
ball downfield a reasonable distance. And rarely, in attempting to 
kick off with a teammate holding, does a player accidentally kick 
out of bounds. 
It’s usually a result of instructions when this happens, 
No one expects a kicker to boot the ball into the end zone every 
ime. 
But an alert team will be downfield quickly on any kick of 
reasonable length and usually nail the ball carrier within the 20. 
_ Now and then a player will get away for a long return 
and, perhaps, run the kick all the way for a touchdown. 
And if he does—what? 
He simply has provided one of the age-old thrills that 
makes football the great game it is. 
Don’t blame the rules about the intentional out- of-bounds kick. 
Simply blame some of the coaches. They urged the legislation, 
in the ‘first place. | o

Kwajalein, probably the most 
important enemy base in the man- 
dated islands, was hit hardest. 
Liberators of the American Sev- 
enth Army Air Force dropped 45 
tons of bombs there. 

The night attacks undoubtedly 
were planned to give the Nippon- 
ese no rest after the devastating 
daylight assaults by the carrier 
forces. * They also inflicted fur- 
ther softening-up damage. 

Shore installations and small 
harbor craft were bombed or 
strafed at Maloelap and Wotje.

Complete radio silence observed

Admiral Nimitz’s communique 
did npt disclose the nature of the 
attacking naval forces.

Drain, add 1 cup milk 
I tablespoon margarine, a little 
salt and pepper, and I tablespoon 
flour. Stir over hot water a few 
minutes until mixture thickens, 
then add the diced ham, 1-2 cup 
green peas, I pimento cut in small 
pieces and a little minced parsley. 
Pour into a greased baking dish, 
top with buttered crumbs or 
cheese mixed with crumbs, and 
bake in a hot oven about 10 min- 
utes or until browned on top. 

The ham may put in a final ap- 
pearance in a salad; diced ham 
mixed with equal parts of diced 
celery and blended with mayon- 
naise. 


Other suggestions for using ham 
are these: 


1. Cut thick slices from cooked 
cold ham, saute each in a little 
margarine, and serve with a sauce 
made of half a can of mushréom 
soup. Serve with baked potato or 
hot potato salad, steamed fresh 
greens and a fruit salad or des 
sert. 

2. Grind left-over ham and make 
into croquettes. Serve these with 
sweet potatoes and buttered broc- 
coli. 

3. Cut 1-4-Inch slices of cold 
ham, cut off the fat, heat ham in 
a little margarine then use as a 
base for a corn fritter, and serve

Exercising Builds Up Body, 
Helps Those Underweight 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


None of you thin girls are very 
easily sold on the idea that exer- 
cise may be what is needed to cor- 
rect a flat chest. So for a change, 
instead of reasoning with you I 
am going to let another thin girl 
talk for me and give you a breath- 
ing trick that just borders on ex- 
ercise. 


“My doctor told me to wrap a 
towel around my ribs just below 
the breasts and to exhale, letting 
every bit of the breath out of my 
lungs, and to twist the towel in 
front as tight as possible for about 
40 counts. By keeping the towel 
tight, your breath forces the chest 
out. I did this exercise for quite 
a long while and it worked won- 
ders for me.” 

As the muscle tone improves, 
you will find you want to hold 
your chest up instead of drooping 
and your posture gets better. That 
makes a considerable difference 
in your figure. 

You may need to follow through 
with a posture corrective and 
there is one exercise guaranteed 
to straighten you out which 
amounts to almost a complete fig- 
ure program for you thin girls. 
Here it’is. 

Stand with back against a wall 
and heels about three inches out, 
feet six inches apart, toes point- 
ed straight ahead. Have your 
arms: down straight and slightly 
out from sides, with palms turn- 
ed outward and your thumbs rest- 
ing against the wall.

turn your knees out—separating 
them widely—and dig the small of 
your back into the wall. Keep 
digging, lift your chest as high as 
possible with shoulders down and 
relaxed, and pull your chin in 
close against your throat to press 
the nape of your neck against the 
wall. You don’t romp around in 
that exercise but it does things for 
you. It strengthens the tummy 
muscles, improves the shoulder 
and pectoral muscles which sup- 
port the bust, counteracts a ten- 
dency to knockknees, and is good 
for your arches and chin line. 


Try to hold that position for a 
full minute, during which you 
breathe naturally. Relax and re- 
peat, 10 times. 


The breathing trick and the 
back-to-wall position will take al- 
most no energy and not more than 
a few minutes and they will make 
lovely change in your figure.

Urged to Action 


“The lunch program in many of 
the schools is being jeopardized 
through indifference,’ Mrs. Rob- 
ert A. Long, president of the Geor- 
gia Congress P.-T. A., states. Mrs. 
Long joins Mrs. Lucille T. Watson, 
director of the State Department 
of Education school lunch pro- 
gram, in urging all parent-teacher 
associations to take action where- 
ever there is no lunch program. 

Though about $350,000 in fed- 
eral funds are available and un- 
obligated, nine of Georgia’s 159 
counties are wholly without fed- 
eral-state sponsored school lunch 
programs, Mrs. Watson reveals. 
She lists these counties as Banks, 
Dawson, Gilmer, Glynn, Haralson, 
Jeff Davis, Johnson, Richmond 
and Seminole. Of the remaining 
150 counties, she said, 80 have five 
or fewer school lunchrooms, and 
70 have six or more. 

School lunch programs have 
been approved and funds obli- 
gated for a total of approximately 
1,175 schools in the state to date, 
Mrs. Watson says. Georgia re- 
ceived about $2,000,000 for school 
lunch programs during the fiscal 
year which ends June 30, next. 
Mrs.. Watson cites lack of commu- 
nity interest as one of the chief 
obstacles to inauguration of local 
school lunch programs, and adds 
that lack of facilities, space, ac- 
commodations and financial sup- 
port attribute to this attitude.

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The Wind Blows East 


The acceleration of attack upon the Japanese held Marshall 
Islands is only one among many developments which presage 
the coming of tremendous blows in the Pacific arena of war. 

Undoubtedly the United Nations’ broad Strategy still calls 
for the elimination of Germany before our full might is turned 
against Japan. Nevertheless, the Pacific offensive is gaining 
in intensity. The wind that first swept the Japanese from 
Guadalcanal is soon to be of hurricane force that shall sweep 
the yellow men from all their looted territories. 

Here are a few impressive “straws in the wind:” 

Airmen of the British fleet air arm are training in the United 
States for action in the Pacific. 

Both American and British naval units, freed from European 
and Atlantic duties by the surrender of Italy, the sinking of the 
Scharnhorst and the increased effectiveness of air protection 
for Atlantic convoys, are moving eastward. 

British bombers have taken part in raids on Rabaul, co- 
operating with our airmen. 

A new British army, the 145h, has been created for the 
Burma campaign. 

And, most impressive of all, fifth British officers from India 
and Burma are now taking special training in jungle warfare 
in New Guinea, perfecting themselves in this branch of military 
art in order to impart this specialized knowledge to the armies 
now assembling in India for the coming grand offensive against 
the Japanese. 

All these factors, taken in conjunction with the successes 
scored by McArthur’s men in the Southwest Pacific, and with 
the increasing offensive power of the Allied fleets, indicate that

Increased Excise Taxes 


They used to call them invisible taxes. The contributions we 
all made to the federal Treasury when we bought so-called 
“luxury” items. But, following the approval by a congressional 
conference committee on excise tax increases expected to bring 
another billion a year into the Treasury, no one can call them 
invisible any more. | 

On the whole, the tax boosts apply to articles or ‘activities 
which are not, strictly speaking, necessities of life. Women, of 
course, will argue that rouge, lipstick, face powder and such 
cosmetics—which take a 25 per cent tax rate, are essential. But, 
after all, there are ny quite healthy and not unattractive 
women, in some parts of the world, who never use such things. 

Men will argue that shaving cream—likewise taxed 25 per cent 
of the purchase price—is essential. But many of our boys fighting 
on distant battlefields have not reduced their efficiency or good 
health by allowing their beards to grow. 

One item about the action of the conferees is puzzling. Though 
they placed heavier taxes on many items, they turned down a 
house-approved tax on pari-mutuel betting. If that isn’t a luxury, 
and a foolish one too, logic has abandoned the arena of taxation.

Adolf Hitler’s eleventh anniversary speech was a gloom-filled, 
ineffective affair, its tone indicating it was made only because 
it carried on an annual Nazi custom. 

Outside the confines of German-held Europe no one will pay 
more than passing attention. And it is hard to believe that 
the Germans themselves, preoccupied with falling bombs and 
bad war news, were at all impressed. 

As a matter of fact, what Hitler says, now, is of no importance 
at all. For he has lost control of the military situation. He is 
now compelled to dance to the Allies’ tune, to plan only defen- 
sive moves and withdrawal strategy. 

And who cares what a retreating, erstwhile conqueror thinks 
or says? His only function, now, is to wait in growing terror for 
the sure retribution which draws nearer day by day. 


Thinking Alike 

There is a remarkable unanimity in the views of prominent 
men the nation over in regard to planned public construction for 
_the postwar period. 

Henry J. Kaiser, the dam and ship builder, is the latest to be 
quoted in advocacy of the building of superhighways, schools, 
hospitals and in replacement of slum areas by modern rehousing 
developments. He thus follows the lead of many others, including 
President Roosevelt who has given his blessing to a proposal for 
building thousands of miles of superhighways across the nation. 

Not only national, but local leaders are agreed on the impor- 
tance of immediate planning of such construction projects so 
that work may begin as soon as war’s ena releases millions of 
soldiers and war workers io seek other jobs, 

Atlanta’s proposed plan for a plaza and for superhighways into 
the city is but one of hundreds of similar proposals in the 
various cities of the nation.

‘War Without Hatred 
Is Something Shameless’ 


It might be well to keep in mind that all the 
Savage peoples of the world are at peaee today. 

And only the savage peoples. 

The civilized nations, those with schools, cen- 
ters of art, culture and Christianity are at war. 

You think of that reading of what happened to the American 
and British soldiers and people when they surrendered to the Japa- 
nese, thinking they were surrendering to a civilized, nation which 
rage obey the international agreements as to war, and prisoners 
of war. 

Our soldiers learned about the Japanese before we did. They 
have been hating for a long time. They hate the Japanese as they 
hate a dangerous reptile. 

And that hate, I imagine, is coming to our minds. 

It may be a good thing. 

You may find all sorts of Biblical texts for either argument, to 
hate or not to hate. 

But I think the American people will hate for a while at least. 
It will be many, many generations before the Japanese recover from 
this hatred. It is a hatred which will last long after the peace. It 
quite likely will be tolerant with the Germans once peace is de- 
clared and the Germans start whining it was their leaders, not the 
German people. There will be the opposition party, in Germany, 
long put down, which will rise with the defeat of the Nazis. 

But in Japan— 

I don’t know where we got our concept of the Japanese. The 
missionaries, I thinks were fooled as badly as anyone else. They 
have come home, some of them, still insisting that the Japanese 
is ordinarily a kind, gentle person eager to accept Christian prin- 
ciples. Some of our tourists have been as bad. Some of our news- 
paper commentators have been fooled, although I must say that for 
the past six or eight years most of the newspapermen in Japan have 
come close to the mark. 


NATIONAL CHARACTER It is ridiculous to attempt to pre- 


sent the ordinary Japanese as a 

person of gentle attributes. The average Japanese is in the army. 

It is he who, when given the opportunity to treat with his ad- 

versary, helpless and lacking in any weapon, has starved and tor- 

tured and let die in misery and pain hundreds of men and some 
women. 

It has been a wanton, cold exhibition of the real national trait, 
stripped of the thin veneer which a few decades of so-called civi- 
lization have put upon him. 

The.average Japanese has something given him in his chromo- 
somes which makes him relieve a national inferior complex in an 
excess of brutality and cruelty which matches any cruelties and 
sadistic torture the world has known. And it has known a lot. 

I do not find myself hating the Japanese with a hot, raging 
hatred. For me it is a cold, compressed feeling which makes me 
hope that, when the opportunity comes, we will exterminate the 
Japanese who have led this nation and taught it and made it what 
it is. 

It is their own technique employed in the taking of Korea and 
Formosa. 

A hot, raging hate is not what we want. We want a determina- 
tion that when the war is ended there shall not rise up in this coun- 
try the voice of forgiveness. As I recall it, Jesus said of those who 
tortured Him, “Forgive them for they know not what they do.” 

The Japanese know full well what they do. 

Our Army, Navy and Marines,will do the job. When the time 
comes they will have the hate f6r it.@ 

I admit hate is not a good thing. It will warp the lives of many 
of those in this war. But this thing Japan has done cannot be 


wiped out in any other way. 
I recall, coming back from Eng-

land late last summer, there were 


three of us in a hot argument about Japan. 

One of us argued for exterminating the leadership, military, pro- 
fessional and religious, of Japan. 

“Why, you want a Carthagenian peace, don’t you?” said another, 
shocked. 

“Well,” said he who voted for extermination, “we have had 
damned little trouble with the Carthagenians since that time.” 

War is a dirty business, at best. Only the grandeur and the 
magnificent courage of man makes it great. That was what led 
Robert E. Lee to say that it were well war was so horrible less we 
come to like it too well. 

Illya Ehrenburg, one of Russia’s great war correspondents, wrote 
what I think is truth in one of his articles on war: 

“Without hatred war is something shameless. Only hatred as 
vehement as love justifies war.” 

I believe that. It is not merely ridiculous to think of war in terms 
of Knights of the Round Table. It is folly. We have been trying 
to fight jt, I think, in terms of chivalry. We still must fight it, 
in so far as we can, on the international rules of war. 

But when it is done—I vote for a Carthagenian peace with Japan. 
That sort of peace can settle things. We have had almost no trouble 
at all with the Carthagenians.

We Must Remember 
As We Did Before 


Once upon a time, now approaching half a 
century ago, the United States fought a little 
bush-league war which we called the Spanish- 

American War. 

One of the five battleships we then counted in our Navy, the 
U. S. S. Maine, was sent to Havana. There it was mysteriously 
blown up. Naturally, our people blamed the Spanish government 
authorities for the incident, though a court of inquiry headed by 
then captain, later Admiral Sampson, never substantiated this. 

Anyway, “Remember the Maine” became the popular slogan of 
the Spanish-American War which started soon after the sinking of 
the Maine. And to this day “Remember the Maine” is oft used 
as allegory by our people. 

Thoughts of the war of long ago and of the slogan started then, 
came when thinking over the stories which have been published 
about the inhuman treatment extended to American prisoners of 
war by the Japs in the Philippines, after the surrenders at Bataan 
and Corregidor. 

And there were thoughts aroused by the protests of some indi- 
viduals and organizations against the publication of these atrocity 


disclosures, 

PUBLICATION IMPORTANT I cannot agree with those who 
protested the publication of 

the atrocity reports. Not even though they had relatives, friends, 

among the captives exposed to Jap savagery. 

Not make public the truth? To the contrary. I only wish there 
were available authentic pictures showing the condition of those 
American prisoners, showing the graves of those who died because 
of the Japanese viciousness, showing them helpless captives while 
grinning Japanese guards abuse them and seek to humiliate them, 
fearfully. 

If there were such pictures I would advocate a ruling by some 
proper authority, that they be constantly put on view, pinned to 
the walls, in every workshop, in every store, in every office, in 
every government office, in every post office, in every barrack in 
every Army camp, at every Navy post and on every Navy ship. 
Yes, in every home in the United States, farm and city alike. 

Then, perhaps, when we sometimes felt tempted to grow weary 
of the work we must all do if victory is to be won, we should be 
reminded to “Remember the March of Death” and thus feel 
ashamed at our own weakness. 

We need something like full realization of what the Japs have 
done to our men, and women, fo strengthen the fiber of war in 
this country. 

We have seen no bombs falling on American cities, American 
factories. 

We have not been like the British, who saw their cities turned 
to rubble by the Luftwaffe. We have not been like the Russians, 
whose people were tortured and killed, starved and enslaved by the 
German invaders of the Soviet. 

We have not been like the Chinese, who have suffered for more 
years than any others under atrocities even worse than those per- 
petrated by the yellow victors in the Philippines. 

Rightfully, we thank God for our exemption. 


WE MUST UNDERSTAND It seems, though, no people are 
able to properly understand 


the evil character of the foes we fight without experiencing death, 
destruction, horror and agony themselves. If we do not experience 
it in person, it is vitally necessary that no truth about the foe’s 
brutality be kept from us. For we must understand the truth in 
our hearts, some way. 

We feel today full confidence the final victory will be ours. But 
we are pitifully lacking in comprehension of the price we must pay 
for that victory. 

There are, mysteriously and unreasonably, those among us who 
are already preaching that we must be forgiving and gentle with 
our defeated foes after the victory is won. 

There is, even, an organization known as “Peace Now” which, 
if it had its way, would doom us to shameless surrender at once. 
You can’t understand such an organization save under one premise. 
That is, it is genuinely enlisted in the cause of the Axis. 

And so, both for the prosecution of the war to the ultimate end, 
and to guard against a weak gullibility when the crushed enemy 
comes whining to us for “mercy,” we must understand the kind 
of enemy we fight. 

And the arocity story, that factual, authenticated report, is 
necessary to giving us that complete understanding, that knowl- 
edge of the facts of life and of death according to Japanese and 
Nazi standards of dishonor. 

We must, therefore, always and constantly, “Remember the 
March of Death,”

Bailey’s Speech 


NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—Because 
I believe it was a historic speech 
which for the first time in the 
senate turned the battle between 
the nation and the subgovernment 
of unionism, I would like to quote 
today from an address by Senator 
Josiah W. Bailey, of North Caro- 
lina. Mr. Bailey spoke in favor of 
the clause requiring unions and 
certain other organizations to file 
informational income tax returns. 
Largely as a result of his address, 
the proposal carried, the first vic- 
tory over union political power 
yet recorded in the upper house. 


Power To Tax 

“We have given the labor or- 
ganizations of America the pow- 
er to tax,” he said. “We may 
call it what we please but the un- 
ions have the power to tax. They 
can tax the workers and indirectly 
the American people. They can 
not only fix the dues but we have 
to put the workers in their hands. 
We collect their dues in a great 
many instances by what is call- 
ed the check-off. We do not limit 
the dues. We do not know what 
the dues are. We give them ab 
lib opportunity to charge the 
workers all that the traffic will 
bear and we raise no question. Yet 
when we do undertake to get a 
little information, we are resist- 
ed in the name of all the ceme- 
teries on earth, in the name of 
the co-ops, mutual societies and 
burial organizations and in the 
name of difficulty of compiling re- 


‘turns in a country where practi- 


cally every man is required to file 
a return. Every soldier, every 
taxpayer has to file returns and 
there are some  44,00,000 of 
them.” 

Cemeteries and the other sorts 
of organizations to which Senator 
Bailey referred were included in 
the clause only for the purpose 
of forefending charges that it was 
discriminatory against unions. Mr 
Bailey said, however, that he 
would be willing to eliminate all 
the others and apply its provisions 
to unions alone, 


Helpless Workers 

“But now we begin to weep be- 
cause a few labor organizations 
having the taxing power which 
we gave them, having the power 
to say whether a man can work or 
not and on what conditions are 
involved. We gave that power 
and it is our duty to see that it is 
not abused. There is no other 
power which can see to it except 
ourselves, 

“The workers cannot; they are 
helpless. 

“There was an attempt to build 
a military training camp in North 
Carolina. There was a great out- 
cry about the shortage of man- 
power. The farmers said, ‘We will 
hammer and we will saw.’ Then 
the labor agitator stood at the 
door and said, ‘You do not ham- 
mer and you do not saw until 
you pay us a tax of $25 or $100.’ 
Yet some are unwilling to have 


us find out about it. 

“We have given the labor or- 
ganizations so much power that 
this government itself is in jeop- 
ardy. People might say that was 
the language of rhetoric and exag- 
geration. It is not, 

“Only a few days ago there 
was not a member of the senate 
who knew whether there would 
be transportation to the ports for 
the arms and ammunition, the 
clothing and the food, for our 
fighting men on the battle fronts. 
Just before that there was not a 
man who knew whether the 
American people would be made 
to freeze this year at the instance 
of that modern catiline, unmatch- 
ed by any Cicero so far. He 
could say ‘Close the furnaces’ and 
the furnaces closed. ‘Close the 
hearths’ and the hearths closed 
or ‘Close the grates in your homes 
and stores.’ Shut down the war 
effort and present our country 
naked in the presence of its ene- 
mies. And we do not dare ask 
him what he is doing with the 
fees and dues he collects from 
the men who stupidly follow him. 


CIO Primer 


“A few days ago I received a 
political primer issued by the 
CIO. It tells us how to get dele- 
gates and acquire local political 
power with a view to taking 
eharge of this country. They are 
educating men not to serve the 
United States but the CIO in elec- 
tions. Sidney Hillman has gone 
forth, dividing the country into 12 
regions, organized wholly for the 
purpose of group power politics, 
not for the national interest, not 
for the war effort, the Democratic 
party, the Republican party but 
for the labor organizations, the 
labor power, the group power. 

“Senators, nothing could be 
more serious for this country. We 
gave them the power to exclude 
a worker if he failed to pay his 
dues. Now they deny us the very 
sumble power of finding out how 
much money they are handling 
and what they are doing with it. 
I welcome the opportunity to vote 
for this legislation and I would 
vote for legislation incomparably 
stronger if it were presented 
here.”

Says Butler’s Charges 
Senatorial Travesty 


_ WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—After a superficial 

visit to South America last fall, Senator Hugh 
Butler, the 66-year-old freshman from Nebraska, 
returned to Washington with a voluminous re- 
port in which‘ he charged the administration with boon-doggling to 
the extent of some six billion dollars in the Latin republics. 

The report was seized upon by the antiadministration press as 

an example of the waste and extravagance that goes on under the 
New Deal. 


It took the various government agencies involved some time ta 
make a check on all of the half-baked charges contained in the 
report. But when the check was completed it showed the Nebraska 
senator to be about as haywire as the rankest nitwit who ever 
came to congress. 


Senator Kenneth McKellar, of Tennessee, who presented the 
official figures to the senate, demonstrated that Butler was about 
95 per cent in error in his wild calculations. It is doubtful whether 
any senator has taken a more ignominious trouncing in recent years. 
Not even his Republican colleagues sought to defend him. 

In view of the thorough manner of his repudiation it was thought 
that he would be only too glad to forget the incident. To the amaze- 
ment of the senate, however, he took the floor of the chamber again 
the other day and proceeded to consume 13 pages of the Congres- 
sional Record in a defense of his original charges. 

No finer display of effrontery 


UNPRECEDENTED GALL | 
and gall has been put on in the 


senate in years. How the senate could tolerate such a rank per- 
formance is beyond the understanding of decent thinking people. 

The gist of the senator’s lament was that he was 95.5 per cent 
pure when he told the chamber last November that “our actual 
expenditures, commitments and extensions of credit in or for Latin 
America during the three years, 1942, 1943 and 1944, total more 
than six billion dollars.” 

In support of his assertion, he said that “the documentation of 
every item and of every amount” listed had been “certified and 
authenticated” by a well-known Washington accounting firm. 

But as proof of his continued fraud, that is by no means what 
the accounting firm itself said about the matter. In its letter of 
certification the firm merely said this: “We hereby certify that the 
source material referred to in these lists has been examined by us 
and that the amounts shown are correct according to the source 
information.” 

In other words, the accounting firm was making it plain that it 
intended to certify nothing but the senator’s addition, even though 
he may have added the same amounts into the total several times 
under different headings. As to the source of the figures, the firm 
disclaimed any knowledge. 

Yet the senator had the unmitigated gall to cite the audit as 
proof of his charges. His arithmetic was so bad in his original re- 
port that perhaps he thought a simple matter of correct addition 
was ali he needed to give his charges authenticity. 

Now that he has had a reputable auditing firm make the correct 
addition for him, he assumes that the public will concede the justice | 
of his charges. It does not seem to matter to him that government 
officials have repudiated his figures as fantastic. The government 
is lying, he says. He has better sources of information than the 
government, he would have us believe. 


INTELLECTUALLY DISHONEST If it isn’t imputing too 


much, the man’s intellec- 
tual dishonesty can be shown by examining some of the figures 
used in his compilation to arrive at the figure of more than six 
billion dollars spent in South America. One of the items he used 
is the $595,000,000 spent for purchasing the Cuban sugar crop during 
the past three years. Another was payments made to our diplo- 
matic corps in the Latin republics. Another was expenditures on 
the Panama Canal. 

Since the burden of his whole complaint was boon-doggling and 
extravagance, we must assume that he regards the purchase of the 
Cuban sugar crop as falling in this category. Perhaps we should 
have gotten our sugar from some place else. He fails to say where. 

And by the same token, all of the expenditures made on the 
Panama Canal during the past 25 years and more constitute boon- 
doggling. 

The senate is slipping to allow performances of that kind to go 
unchallenged. It may not be able to prevent the people from elect- 
ing crackpots to congress once in a while, but it certainly owes it 
to itself to expose them for what they are whenever they appear. 
From the way Butler’s speech was allowed to go unchallenged, any 
reader of the Congressional Record would have a right to assume 
that he knew what he was talking about. 

What the senate needs more than anything else is a few men 
of the caliber of former Senator James A. Reed, of Missouri: the 
late Senator Thad Caraway, of Arkansas, or John Sharpe Williams, 
of Mississippi. 

While these men were in the senate no man dared raise his 
voice in a performance such as the Nebraska senator has been guiity 
of. Reed, Caraway and Williams stood ready to tear them apart 
with an invective that was really uplifting. As a consequence, t 
intellectual level of senate debate was kept on a high plane.
